rngton T«ko Decperate Risk*

The sea fowl known aa the moire 


arrives off the weat coast of Washing- 
ton early in the spring, nods a slit In 
the rockclltfs or a con\e.nient ledge 
where, with no nesting material, the 
egg* are laid 
Egg gatherers mostly 


Indians, climb the cliffs dally, taking 
out Qne fr£sh ogg fiom each nest. The 
cUmb^ra maintain their positions on 
the ttlnrcwt perpendicular rocks by chip- 
ping' out hand and foot holds from tho 
cliffs
